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Board of Governors chooses new dean December 13, 1979 
for Division I 


Concordia's Board of Governors, on the advice of an advisory 
search committee, today announced the appointment of a new dean for 
Division I of the Faculty of Arts and Science, effective January 1, 1980. 

The new dean is Donat Taddeo, who has been acting as interim 
dean since the departure of former dean William Akin from the university 
last June. 

Taddeo's affiliation with Loyola and Concordia, as a former 
student at the university as well as an administrator, is extensive. 
After graduating from Loyola High School, Taddeo completed a B.A. in 
Classics at Loyola College, before attending California's Stanford 
University where he earned a Ph.D. in Classics. 

Since 1972, Taddeo has served as administrative assistant to 
the chairman of Loyola's Department of Communication Arts, as well as 
acting chairman of the department (1973-74). From 1975-77, Taddeo 
occupied the position of administrative assistant to the dean of Loyola's 
Arts and Science Faculty, as well as administrator in Loyola's Economics 
department and administrative assistant to Concordia's vice-rector, 
academic. 

Taddeo is also well known in Montreal's educational community 
for his activities with the Montreal Catholic School Commission and his 
involvement on behalf of the Quebec's Italian community. He was an 
outspoken participant in the community's position papers to the province's 
parliamentary hearings on Bill 22. He has been an active member of the 
Positive Action Committee's governing council. He is also a member of 
the Quebec Liberal Party's referendum committee. 

Taddeo's term of office as dean in the Arts and Science Faculty 
runs until May 31, 1985.

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MONTREAL, December 13, 1979 -- Concordia has chosen a new dean 
for Division I of its Arts and Science Faculty. 

He's 33-year-old Donat Taddeo, who has been acting as interim 
dean of Division I since former dean William E. Akin left the university 
last June. 

Taddeo is well known in the Montreal community through his 
activities; since 1973, as commissioner with the Montreal Catholic School 
Commission and his work , since 1976, on the executive of the School 
Council of the Island of Montreal. 

He has been an outspoken participant on behalf of Montreal's 
Italian community through his involvement in the preparation of a brief 
from the community to the Quebec government's parliamentary committee on 
Bill 22. Taddeo was also a founding member of the Consiglio Educativo 
Italo-Canadese, which helped Italian families deal with the application 
of Bill 22. Taddeo has also been an active member of the governing 
council of the Positive Action Committee and is a member of the Quebec 
Liberal Party's referendum committee. 

Taddeo's affiliation with Loyola dates back to his public school 
days at Loyola High School. After completing a B.A. in Classics at Loyola 
College (now part of Concordia), Taddeo earned a Ph.D. in Classics (1972) 


at California's Stanford University. 
Since 1972 Taddeo has occupied a number of important positions 
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at Loyola and Concordia. From 1972 to 1975 he served as administrative 
assistant to the chairman of Loyola's Department of Communication Arts. 
From 1975-77, Taddeo was administrative assistant to the dean of Loyola's 
Arts and Science Faculty. Since 1977, he has been administrative assistant 
to Concordia's vice-rector, academic. 

Taddeo's term of office as dean runs from January 1, 1980 to

partie depuis 1976 du Bureau de direction du Conseil scolaire de 1'Ile de 
Montréal. 

Il s'est également fait connattre par ses prises de position au nom 
de la communauté italienne de Montréal lors de Ja préparation du mémoire que 
cette derniére a présenté au Comité parlementaire du gouvernement du Québec 
qui étudiait le Bill 22. M. Taddeo est membre fondateur du Consiglio Educa- 
tivo Italo-Canadese qui a aidé les familles italiennes a4 se conformer aux 
dispositions de la Loi 22. Membre actif du Conseil de direction du Comité 
d'action positive, i] fait également partie du Comité du référendum du Parti 
libéral du Québec. 

Les relations de M. Taddeo avec Loyola remontent a 1'@poque de ses 
études au Loyola High School. Aprés avoir obtenu son B.A. en &tudes anciennes 
au Loyola College (maintenant constituante de Concordia), M. Taddeo a obtenu 
un doctorat en études anciennes (1972) de Stanford moe de la Californie. 

Depuis 1972, M. Taddeo a occupé d'importants postes administratifs 
a Loyola et a4 Concordia. De 1972 4 1975, i] a 6té 1'adjoint administratif du 
directeur du Département de communications de Loyola. De 1975 a 1977, ila 
6té adjoint administratif du doyen de la Faculté des arts et des sciences de 
Loyola. Depuis 1977, il est 1'adjoint administratif du vice-recteur 4 1]'en- 
seignement pour la Faculté des arts et des sciences de Concordia.
